The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method and system for an aircraft 
weather display including, inter alia, a memory to store weather radar return data in a buffer, a 
processor coupled to the memory including the claimed three components, and a display device 
operatively interconnected as claimed. The interoperative details of the memory and processor 
cannot be fairly rendered obvious by the prior art.
